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Do  not  assume  content  reflects  current 
scientific  knowledge,  policies,  or  practices. 


Fruit  cakes,   steamed  puddings,   cookies,  and  candies  stay  moist 


longer  if  made  with  honey.     If  crisp  cookies  or  confections  are  desired, 
honey  should  not  "be  used. 

If  there  is  atmospheric  condensation  on  pipes  and  cold  sur- 
faces in  the  cellar,  it  may  be  that  better  ventilation  is  needed. 

Potato  chips  keep  better  in  bags  that  prevent  strong  light 
from  reaching  them  than  in  clear  or  opaque  waxed  paper  bags.     A  tight  tin 
container  is  equally  good.     Potato  chips  kept  in  a  cold  place  will  stay 
fresh  for  a  long  time. 

The  middle  of  a  frozen  pipe  should  never  be  thawed  first, 
because  expansion  of  the  water  confined  by  the  ice  on  both  sides  may  burst 
the  pipe.    When  thawing  a  water  pipe,  work  toward  the  water  supply,  opening 
a  faucet  to  show  when  flow  sta.rts.     When  thawing  a  waste  or  sewer  pipe,  work 
upward  from  the  lower  end  to  permit  the  water  to  drain  away. 

Terry  cloth  or  toweling  is  sold  by  the  yard  in  a  light  weight 
and  in  several  colors  for  use  as  bathroom  curtains.     It  is  easy  to  wash  and 
does  not  require  ironing. 

Lining  the  clothes  basket  with  oilcloth  or  muslin  or  with 
heavy  paper  that  can  be  renewed  readily  will  help  to  keep  clean  clothes  clean. 
Oilcloth  is  preferable  if  the  basket  is  to  be  placed  on  the  ground  where  dirt 
and  moisture  can  enter  through  the  open  meshes.
